If they did accept, the usual procedure would be followed, ani 
pubhe would have before it in due course the examination-in-chief 
cross-examination, and the counter-evidence ; that is to say, the materia! for 
aright judgment upon the matter at issuc. 

Again, you ask whether I suppose the Deputies would register the fac’, 
if they discovered it, that there was good ground for dislike of us. Now 
facing this very question, you publish an article in which the writer attacks the 
Kol Nidre prayer, admits that it affords ground for a very serious allegation 
against us, and advocates its removal from our service upon that score. | 
offer no opinion upon the Liturgical question, but your courage in publishing 
the article was undeniable. But, Sir, why should you suppose the Deputies 
to be endowed with less courage than yourself? You may depend upon 1 
that if they undertake the task I am proposing to them, they will carry 5 
through fearlessly, and as befits the high status of such body.

» that the foreigners that settle in any country are bound to deprive 
the vatives of work, and that unemployment must surely be increased if 
Aliens come in to compete with indigenous labour. The fact of course is 
Maca social economics are by no means so simple a matter as that argument 
Would seem to imply ;.indeed it can well be that restriction of Alien 
min igration, may be a fertile souree of unemployment to the couniry 
“lopling it beeause every new arrival is a potential customer who has to be 
fed and clothed and housed, and hence is a means for creating employment. 
However, here is the letter to which I refer : 


: To tne Eprror or rar Times. 

ai Six, The “alien” question in the United States, to which you 
attention to-day, presents some remarkable features. The-figure 
a 30,000 immigrants a year given by you is influenced by war or post- 
ries conditions, and is far below the average. Before the war the figure 
oan well over 1,000,000 per year, In 1914 it was 1,218,480, of whom 
ee were. Italians, while only 77,000 were English, Scottish, or 
ndinavian, Now the policy is to keep out the “Southerns ” and to 
*neourage the “Nordic” elements. But this is having a very serious 
listurbing effect on the supply of labour and consequently on America’s 
Productive capacity in the world market. For, agriculture apart, the 
native American does not take to manual labour and does not tend to 


‘of it the desire of these Jews to appear before th 
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imerease in numbers. So if America is to hold her own in productions 
she must more and more rely on the “ aliens” whom she is now exesuding. 
Another table of figures which is puzzling thoughtful America. in this 
regard is that which tells of “ aliens departing.” In 1919 these are givee 
at 123,522 ; in 1920, 288.315 ; and in 1921 (the last year for which I have 
the figures), 247.718, of whom 108000 are described as “ emigrant 
ahens.”

Jewish Ideals of Peace into Japanese, in order that the leading Buddhist 
Lord High Abbot of Koyosah might assimilate its contents. The latter 
wrote a warm letter of approval concerning it. Mrs. Gordon was a great 
student of the Bible and oftentimes deplored the recrudescence of anti 
Semitism. Her hatred of this cult was expressed in the following terse 
Janguage which she had written on 20th August. 1922 : . 


“Let the anti-Semites say what they list, the Jews are in Zion, back to their 
God-given, God-promised land, and neither man nor devil can oustthem. We 
shall see yreater things yet -so take heart of erace. 

Her last work in the Zionist cause, was to organise a Japanese tour to 
Palestine for which she interviewed some leading Japanese, and made them 
interested in the proposal. She was quite hopeful of the plan maturing 
well in the Fall. She watched with great interest the upbuilding of the 
Jewish National Homeland, and gloried in the inauguration ceremony of 
the Hebrew University by Lord Balfour. In May last, she sent me twelve 
volumes of her work, entitled “* The Messiah,” witha request to forward 
same as her gift to the University. Her passing away is a great loss to 
Jewry, and well may the latter mourn her death. In the list of necrology.to 
be read at the Fourteenth Zionist Congress next month, her good name 
should be recalled as one who had rendered great and lasting service to 
Zionism and the Jewish people at large. Peace to her ashes !— From Mr.

Mr. Israel Cohen, in his book, “The Journal of a Jewish Traveller,” 
gives the following interesting particulars of the deceased lady : 

My primary reason for cominy to Kyoto was not to study its fascinating 
sights, but to call upon an unknown laly who had sent mea letter through the 
editor of the JAPAN Curosicie. Her name was the Hon. Mrs. FE. A. Gordon, and 
she wrote that she had been interested in Zionism since Dr. Herzis time, and was 
a friend of many years’ standing of Mr. L. J. Greenberg (editor of Turk Jewish 
CHRONICLE). “Although I am not a Jewess, her letter continued, “I have long 
worked for the cause, and believe strongly that these Japanese are part of the 
Tribes; and possess some of the proof Heirlooms. ‘Next year in Jerusalem |" is 
about to become trué, and we must stir afidapanese interest.” 

The curiosity aroused by this missive was fully yvratified. I fowid Mrs. Gordon 
an interesting old lady, lying on a couch crippled with neuritis, yet mentally 
alert. She told me that she had been an ardent sympathiser with the Zionist 
cause from its earliest days, and was anxious to learn what progress had been 
made with its practical realisation. Shé had lived in China and Japan for several 
years, knows the lancuages of both countries, and tried to prove her strane 
theory that the Japanese are part of the Lost Ten 
various data respecting names and customs, which me easily 
explicable on the ground of accidental similarity. This stream 
of curious information. came pouring without pause from the lips of the 
Her mind went back to the days 
of Queen Victoria, whom she had served as a Lady-in-Waiting: she told me that 
the late Queen was a believer in the British-Israel theory, and insisted that the 
newly born son of the then Duke of York, that is, the present Prince of Wales, 
should be named David, because it was he who was destined to lead the Jews back 
to Palestine. As I was about to leave she reachel over toa table beside her and 
presented me with two works of hers, in which she had written: “With the 
Author's best wishes for Zionism. Kyoto—' The City of Peace. One was an 
entertaining volume of travel, “Clear Round!” written thirty years ago, and 
giving a graphic description of life and customs in the Far East; the other, 
entitled “The Lotus Gospel,” was a comparative study in Buddhist and Christian 
theology, with mystical diagrams and references to Jewish lore. She also gave 
me a small black leather case containing a few photovraphs that she had treasured 
for many a year. Three of them were photographs of the Prince of Wales, taken 
at different periods of his childhood, the first as a month-old Dabe on his mother s 
lap. At the back of the photograph of the Prince, when an infant of two in 
petticoats, was pasted a picture postcard of Herz], with his name in Hebrew, 
published by a pre-war firm in Warsaw. , . .

ADDRESS TO MR. ZANGWILL. 


Av uluminated address was presented to Mr. Israel Zangwill on 
Tuesday by members of the Council of the Jewish Territorial Organisation 
(The Ito). Following is the text of the address, with the names of the 
signatories : 

To IsRAgL ZANGWILL, Esq., Presidént of the Jewish Territorial Organisation. 

DEAR MR. ZANGWILL,—Twenty years aco we, whose names are here suly 


scribed, embarked gvith you on a quest which may to~lay be added, as a not» 


unworthy epilogue, to yourown “ Dreamers of the Ghetto.” We dreamt with you 
of a new effort to solve the tragic problem of Jewish outlawry and homelessness, 
and, under your gallant captaincy, we set forth, in this crowded and shrinking 
world. to find a territory in which the uprooted and unrooted of our kindred 
might live their own lives as a free 4nd independent people. It was an act 
of high faith which might well have triumphed over the most formidable 
material obstacles and ‘which will assuredly yet find its vindication, if not 
a literal fulfilment, in the mayic of eternal justice. Unfortunately, for 
the moment, it has had to be abandoned. Imperative considerations of health 
have compelled you to lay aside your leadership, and there is no one among 
those who have worked with you who feels that. he can sueesed you with the 
requisite authority and resourcefulness. We cannot, however, disband our 
organisation without placing on record our sense of a companionship which has 
been a delight and an inspiration to all of us, our nnabated confidence in the 
wiedom of your project, our appréciation of the splendid enerey and devotion 
with which you have toiled-to realize it, and our grateful acknowledement of the 
large measure of incidental achievement which has happily attended your 
indomitable etriving. 

Vor, in truth, if the quest iteelf has failed, the striving for it has not been 
fruiwess. Like the ancient voyagers who, in their vain search for Atlantis, 
mnconecious!y ren lered pricel 83 services to feographical science you also have 
contributed signally to the better understanding of the colossal problem with 
which you sought to deal and even to the diminut‘on of the volume of human 
misery for which it is responsible. You have helpel the world to understand 
that-an Iteland of some kind must be found: vou have narrowed the field of 
speculation to ascertaimed limits of possible realisation, and within that field you 
have etimulated similar great efforts which are visibly benetitine by your 
experience and by the scientific data you have been able to collect, If the Jewish 
problem to-day is the concern of a high statesmanship, it is due very larwely to 
your own ambitious conception of the lines on which it should be approached 
and of the solution that should b* sought for it. You have; in short. created a 
previously undreamt of standard to which all other schemes of Jewish redemption 
muet henceforth approximate. And meanwhile you have not neclected the 
practical exigencies of the moment within the practicable limits of conventional 
charity. On the old lines of mere emigration you carried ont the fainous 
Galveston echeme, which not only rescued many thousands of our Eastern 
European brethren from bondaye and squalor, but did so on a methodical plan of 
seleetion and distribution, which, if more largely adopted to-«lay, would render 
immigration restrictions unnecessary, and would recognise in the Jewish 
immigrants a new and valuable source of economic and Social fertilisation, 

In the present circumstances of the world the abandonment of our quest 
cannot imply the renunciation of your great dream. The Jewish problem 
remains as acute as ever. The numbers of those who suffer increase from day to 
dhy » « utlets for emigration have almost. ceased, while the available schemes of 
more or les¢ antonomous coloriisation are limited in scope and hampered by 
insuperable difficulties. It seems inevitable that at no great distance of time the 
ijuest for an Itoland will have to be resumed. If that day should eome, the work 
you have accomplished will prove of inestimable value, and we trust you may be 
spared, in renewed health and with all your old enthusiasm and sagacity, to turn 
it to effective account. In any case, we hope that you will find, abandant happ- 
ness in your retirement, and with thia wish we desire to associate your beloved 
wife, whose gracious personality has done so much to stimulate and sweeten the 
labours we have shared in common,

CCCL.-- Dancing. 
My Dear Covsin, 


The other evening I took Joan to a dance, and as I watched the whirling 
couples I asked myself why dancing appears to be so popular among both 
young and old. T recalled the explanations I had heard on various occa- 
sions—-that it is facinating, appealing as it does to our sense of rhythm ; 
that it is a legitimate form of excitement, capable of expressing every 
transient mood; that it produces a graceful carriage and so displays beauty ; 


that it is healthy exercise. Only the other day Sir James Canthe was - 


advising people tyat “ after middle age it.is most important that you should 
lance—not waltzes and that sort of thing, but real step dances. If my 
miomory serves me aright, I believe Homer approved of dancing ; while 
Socrates. accounted by some as the wisest of men, not only admired the 
practice of this exercise in others, but learngd it himself when he was an 
old man, 

The Greeks seemed to have a special devotion to dancing, but among 
Jews also it was known Did not Miriam lead the women of Israel after 
the crossing of the Red Sea in a dance of praise to God? Did not David 
dance before the Lord’ 1 could not help recalling Heine's delightful 


lines

Ouly a Heine could say that dancing was praying with the feet. Some 
of our young people to-day would heartily echo that sentiment. For never 
was dancing so popular; a year or two ago it was a vetitable craze. Well 
dol recall seeing the word “ Dancing ~ rt large letters outside places of 
popular entertainment ta Continental resorts. It was there pronounced 
“ Dan-seeng,” and was practised morning, noon, and night. Even now the 
vogue has wot reached its zenith, with dance teas and. dance suppers and 
what not. 

“It lias been said that in the whirl of the dance you may feel the. primal 
energy which gives life to all existence and so sustains the universe. That 
is all vers well as a philosophy of dancing. It may explain ike primeval 
ritual dances ~the processional dance in honour of superhuman powers, the 
encircling dance round a sacred object, the ecstatic dance, the dance in 
celebration of victory or marriage, and the festival dance at vintage or 
harvest. Butt will hardly explam the nature of the modern dance, which 
seqnchow h rated recall once scelng a class of girls ata school 
giving a performance of Greek dancing. It wasa pleasure to watch; there 
was sheer delight in the movement. -A certain harmony pers aded the per 


‘formance. But modern ball-room dancing ! It seems wanton; abuses appear 


to have erept into it In its org iniséd aspect, too. it has ug, corners. 
Have you everread the advertisements in the journals devoted to dancing ? 
You may say, of course, soit qui mal y pease. that is nota complete 
anawer. Moreover, the art is overdone. Some people will dance all 
the night, week in, week out 

My thoughts wandered on, and I asked myself, What is the attitude 
of Jewish teaching to dancing ?. Dancing was practised among Jews. The 
Talmud rablus danced; even the great Hillel lost himself in the frenzy of 


the dance Curing the ceremony of wate rawing on Succoth: rich folk 
hired professional dancers to dance before m, especially on festival 
oceasions. The Midras déclares that bands of Angels danced round Father 


Jacob on his way home from Laban ; pon rs 
ISSN while “in the world to come”: God will 


‘arrange a dance for the righteous which he Himself will lead! Yet on the 


other hand the Rabbis depicted Satan as the arch-dancer. In ancient Isracl 
the sc ced separately, and down to this very day the Chassid: m 
the men dance together with a verve and rhythm that would delight the heart 
of any modern daneing-master. I was informed that on board a ship con 
veying liack to Enrope some of those who had been present at the opening 
of the Jerusalem University, a number of Chassidim gave a display of 
dancing that fascinated the onlookers. People sometimes say that Jews are 
puritanical in these things. Such is not the case. Beauty was ever recog 
mised among Jews. It was a mark of the High. Priest that he should 


possess physical beauty ©1333 M53 TAND and four 
fair women are especially mentioned in Rabbinic literature—Sarah, Rachel. 
Abigail and Esther. It is reported of Rabbi Gamliel that he thanked God 
for the sight of a beautiful woman. AWN 373 
cpby 3713) The Rabbis admired beautiful men too, and they were not 
unmindful of shapely legs. Indeed, they mention King Asa as being so 
distinguished ; and the Rabbis held that dancing tended to produce shapely 
legs. But it was considered unseemly to show the naked leg in dancing, 
In the opinion of the Midrash that was why David encountered tlie scorn of 
Michal. He should not have danced barefoot before women; Michal 
upbraided him by pointing out that such things never occurred in her father’s 
court. 

In Jewish life dancing has played its part; only it was governed by 
high moral considerations. Yet those considerations did not always find 
general recognition. Isaiah's scorn of the mincing steps of the daughters of 
Zion has become classical ; on the other hand, the Talmud praises Jewish 
women for not speaking loudly and not exhibiting their feet in publie, 
Would such praise be deserved to-day ? It is all a question of standards, 
There are many people who hold that ours is an immodest age. But 
then what is immodest? In every age there have been complaints about 
immodest dancing; an instance comes to my mind from the pages of 
Addison's Srererator. There, a father expresses his consternation bn beeing 
a bold young man at a ball seize his daughter in his arms and whisk Be 
round the room. The incident leads the father to further reflections ni 
the fact that dancing in his day (1711 in England) bred great familiarity 
between the sexes, and he proceeds, “I have often thought that few ladies’ 
hearts are so obdurate as not to be melted by the charms of music, the : 
of motion, aad a Randsome young fellow who is continually showing th 
has a perfect use of all his limbs.”

What of our own age? Is it not significant that we must needs discuss 
in the Press whether our plays are indelicate ? Some people hold that oy, 
dancing too, has become indelicate. Yet it has been said that every period 
has the dances it deserves, and if our dances are artificial and indelicate. \, \, 
because the age is so. If this bea true diagnosis, should not Jews set the}, 
faces against modern dancing ? Not against dancing as such ; for dancing 
has been declared to be a primeval need. “ Emotion, sentiment, love o,- 
jealousy, mysticism or wantonness, ritual or daily occurrences, will ever and 
everywhere translate themselves into a dance,” so I read recently, “ and w;) 
continue to do so as long as our very pulse keeps time to our heart. as lony 
as the tides ebb and flow, as long as the planets revolve rhythmically in (he, 
orbits.” That was well said, and shows up the futility and folly of 
fulminating against dancing. What seems necessary is to raise the tone of 
dancing, to strive to make it a fine art, to rid it of any grossness that may jo 
init. As I pondered these things, it seemed to me that Jews shoul! |. 
foremost in this wérk of reform, the more so as they are popularly held 
to be good dancers. Jews love beauty, but they also love goody. 
Dancing should really combine the two. 

At this stage Joan returned, happy and panting. Her eyes sparkle |. 
she seemed to have been in a world of a rarer atmosphere. I envied youth’ 
its capacity for enjoyment. I could so well understand what a young lad 
afterwards told me: “ During the winter months, every Friday morning as 4 
regular thing, we scan the advertisement columns of the Jewisu Crnos 
to see where there is.an attractive dance on the following evening. and 
having made our choice, we proceed to organise a small party of fricmuds to 
go there.’

Our Torah, as Krochmal says, is true, and need fear no 
criticism, but why popularise criticism, especially since even when it speaks 
the truth, it does not speak the whole truth, and always stands to be correcte:! 
and modified with the increase of knowledge. | 

It has been well said that while it is good to wash one’s face. one need 
not leave the soap suds on it. Likewise, while no modern Jewish scholar is 
worthy of the race who is unacquained with what criticism or modern schola: 
ship has to say, no service can be done to Judaism by spreading its teachinys 
indiscriminately among people not sufficiently equipped with Knowledge to 
maintain their religious equilibrium. cannot suceeed in buildin 
up the faith of a nation; and God only knows how much our faith needs 
building up with some of our sons and daughters! In the words. of the 
Chief Rabbi.in his inspiring opening address at the Conference, “The meek 
shall inherit the land.” It is the men and women of simple, unquenchiable 
faith, untouched by the poison of rationalism, who are the architects. 
the very building stones, of our future. 

It is with this in view that our Rabbis cautioned us concerning matters

7. A slaughterer of poultry :-— 


(a) Shall cause the slaughterhouse to have the walis thereof substantially 
constructed of brick, stone, or concrete, and shall cover such slaughterhouse with a 
properly constructed root ; 


Proviied that the foregoing requirement as to the construction of the walls shall 
not apply to any slaughterhouse existing at the date of the confirmation of these 
bye-laws, but in the event of any reconstruction or rebuilding of such slauehterhouse, 
such reconstruction or rebuilding shall be carried out in conformity with such 
requirement ; 

(6) Shall cause a sufficient number of pounds, pens or like enclosures of 
mlequate size and of suitable construction to be provided on his premises. 


LIGHT AND VENTILATION. 


A slaughterer of poultry shall cause the slaughterhouse and every pound, pen or lke 
enclosure on. his premises : 


(a). To be well and suthiciently lighted and ventilated by louvred openings io 
the wails and roots, or by other adequate openings, widows or lights ; 


PAVING AND DRAINAGP. 


(6) Te be well paved upon a duly prepared foundation with a jointless foe ring? 
of cement, concrete or other suitable hard and impervious material having a proper 
slope and channei towards a gully, and to be effectually drained by adequate drains 
communicating with a public sewer and trapped by appropriate fixed traps: and 
he shall cause the guily to be covered with a wrought-iron grating, the bars of which 
shall not be more than j inch apart. 


~ COVERING OF WALLS, &c, OF SLAUGHTERHOUSE 


9.. Aslanghterer of poultry shall cause the inner surface of every wall, door and 
woodwork of the siaughterhouse to be covered with good hard ‘cement, properly 
rendered, or other hard, smooth and impervious material to a height of at least sy feet 
trom the floor; 


Provided that this bye-law shall not apply to any slaughterhouse existing at the date 
of the contrmation of these bve-laws for a period of two-years trom such date, and 
unless and uwatil written notice of the provisions of this bye-law. shall have been given 
to the occupier of such slaughterhouse by the Corporation. of London, but in the event 
od any reconstruction. of rebuilding ol such slauvhterbouse during that pericxl, uch 
reconstruction or rebuilding shall be carried out in contormity with the requirements 
of this bye-law. 


INHABITED ROOMS, WATERCLOSETS, &c. 


10. A slaughterer of poultry shall not use or permit to be used asa dwelling any 
room or loft directly communicating with the slaughterbouse or with any pound, pen, ot 
like enclosure on his premises, nor shall he permit any watercioset, privy, urinal, or stable 
to be within the slaughterhouse or such pound, pen, or bke enclosure, or any watercloset, 


privy, or urinalto open directly or ventilate into the slaughterhouse. 
ALTERATIONS AND. REPAIRS. 


if. A slaughterer of poultry shall keep and maintain his premises and every 

apphance therein ina proper state ot repair and shall not allow any structural alteration 

whatsoever to be made inthe premises without the consent of the Corporation of Londee 

being first gbtained,

12. "A slaughterer of poultry shall atiord free access to every part of bis preinises 
to every officer of the Corporation of London, authorised in writing under the hand of 
the Town Clerk ot the Citv of London, at any time duting the hours within winch thy 
business may bein operation. 


PENALTIES, 


13. Every person offending against any of the foreyoing bye-laws shall be hable for 
every such offence to a penalty ot Five Pounds, and, in the case of a continuing offence, 
to a further penalty of Forty Shillings, for each day during which the offence may be 
continued after written notice of such otience trom the Cor poraticn ot London, Proves, 
nevertheless, that the Court before whom any information may be laid orany proceedings

15. Every person who may apply to the Corporation of London for Banction te 
establish anew the business of a slaughterer of poultry shall furnish with the apphicati: i 
a plan of the premises and plans and sections of the buildings in which aees proposed ty 
carry on such business, such plans and sections being drawn to a scale ot a quarter of - 
inch to one toot, and showing the provision made or proposed to be made tor the dramas , 
lighting, ventilation and water supply of such premises ; and he shail also furnish a Mey 
plan of the locality showing the buildings and streets within 106 yards of the premises 
drawn to’a scale of five feet to one mie, “

The following report of the Convention of the Zionist Organisat)... of 
America (briefly dealt with in a previous issue of Tae Jewist 
has been summarised from the current issue of the NEw Patesriy) tho 
official organ of the American Organisation. .

The Jewish Agency Scheme. 


Mr. Morris RorueneerG reported, en behalf of the Administrative 
Committee, on the negotiations which were being carried on with reward to 
the Jewish Agency. He said that, for all practical purposes, the non-Z 
group had decided that it was willing to go into the Agency on the bass 
outlined, and now the matter would have to come before the Z» 
Congress. In view of the vital nature of these decisions, Mr. Rothenberg 
called for a unanimous endorsement of the negotiations: He submiiteda 
resolution approving of the steps which had been taken to draw into the 
Jewish Agency such Jewish organisations as were prepared to co-opers 
in the upbuilding of Palestine, unde terms of the Mandate providing 
for the establishment of a Jewish National Home. 

Mr. Morris Zeipex, New York, Director of the Hayeod, 
strongly attacked both the report of Mr. Rothenbeg@ and the entire 
negotiations conducted hitherto with regard to the Jewish Agency. He 
said that the Zionist Organisation had made concessiougafter concess\ 
only to find that the non-Zionists were simply not serious in their declara 
tions that they were ready to enter into a pact for the common upbuilding 
of Palestine. He pointed to the fruitless lapse of time between the first 
and second conventions of the Non-Partisan Conference. Although 
negotiations had been going on for two. years, absolutely nothing of a 
practical nature had yet issued from the negotiations. He further cited 
what seemed to him to be.a complete lack of interest on the part of the neon- 
Zionist negotiators, and ridiculed the last sessio® of the sub-commitice 
appointed by that Conference, on the ground that when it actually did meet 
it consisted chiefly of Zionists, the non-Zionists failing to appear. The 
negotiations, he stated, had, in view of these crrcumstances, become farcical. 

Mr. IsRkaeEL GOLDBERG said that though he was not opposed to the 
extension of the Jewish Agency, a reading of the Mandate did not 
necessary mean that the extension had to proceed along the lines proposed 
by Mr. Rothenberg. 7 

Dr. StrverMaAn heartily endersed Mr. Rothenberg’s address, and urged 
that the motives of none of the parties mterested in the enlarged Jewish 
Agency should be qiiestioned.

Deputation to the Home Secretary.

A deputation from a number of societies, introduced by Lord Queen- 
borvugh, waited upon the Home Secretary on Friday last. - The 
deputation included Lady Sydenham, representing the British Women’s 


Patriotic League, Dr. Wansey Bayly, representing the Workmen's 
& 
Liberty and Employment League, and Mr. Arthur Kitson répre- 
senting the Banking Reform League. A communiqué. issued by the 


Home Office, states that a memorandum was handed in by the deputatier 
praying for the amendment of the British Nationality and Status of Blinn 
Act, 1914, to make more stringent the conditions under which certificates of 
naturalization may be granted. It was urged that the grant of British 
eatizenship should be given only to aliens having long and meritorious resi 
dence in this country, and then only after the most searching inquiries into 
their mora) and financial status. It was suggested that aliens and naturalised 
persons form a very large proportion of ‘the criminal population of this 
country “Phat many of them are being maintained at the country’s expense 
whether in hospitals, prisons, asylums, or on the poor rate; that British 
nationality is sought, and in the case of women, only too easily obtained to 
avoid deportation, and that intermarriage between aliens and British salves. 
was altering for the worse the moral and physical characteristics of the 
people. 

Tn reply, the Home Secretary said he entirely agreed that Britis} 
nationality was a gift not lightly to be conferred. but he thought that tl 
deputation did not quite realse the manner in which the alien laws this 
country were administered. The present position was that no alien eonla 
be naturalised unless he had had at least five years’ residence in the British 
Empire; in actual precios the average duration of residence of aliens 
naturalised during his term of office was made in excess of that eri i 
Apart f7em residence qualifications, he had to be satisfie guns 
certificate of naturalisation that it was in the interests 
the applicant should become a British citizen. 


As regards the resident alien population in England, the Home Secretary 
said that they had been here for a great many years and there sents 
no question of expelling them. If, however, any individuals so behaved 
as to render their further presence here undesirable, they rendered ey 
selves liable to deportation.

Divorce Petition..._Before Lord Merrivale, Awy Dora Svurrrin 
otherwise Sanger, petitioned for a decree of nullity against the Rey.

Jew, on the alleged ground that he had a wife living when she married him 
i, London in 196.

Mr. Bayford, K.C., and the Hon. Victor Russell appeared 
for petitioner and Mr. Talbot Ponsonby for the respondent. After some 
-ross-examination of the respondent by Mr. Bayford, the hearing was 
adjourned for further evidence from Rumania. 

Brothers at Law: Papers Sent to Public Prosecutor.—At the 
Manchester Assizes, before Mr. Justice Fraser. the action brought by D. J. 
Donatd avd Co. Ltd., shippers and cotton merchants, of 21, Albion Street, 
(iaythorne. Manchester, was heard. It was to recover from EDWARD 
Narnan. of the Constitutional Club, Northumberland Avenue, London, 
certain Sums of money alleged to have been wrongly eonverted by him. Sir 
Leslie Scott, K.C., Mr. Cyril Atkinson, K.C.. and Mr. N. J. Lask: appeared 
for the plaintiff. company, and Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C.. Mr. ie 
Eastham, K.C.. and Mr. J. Lustgarten represented the defendants, 
Sir Leslie Scott, in opening the case, said that when the company was formed 
1915 the chief shareholders were Edward Nathan and Fredernck Nathan, 
who are brothers and who had previously traded in co-partnership, Owing 
to disagreements between them, Frederick went out of the company, but in 
September, 1922, he came in again, buying Edward out. It was admitted at 
the time that Edward owed the company large sams of money which he had 
taken. Frederick agreed to indemnify Edward against any claim the company 
might make, but it turned out that the full facts as to Edward's indebtedness 
had not been revealed, and in an action which Frederick brought against 
Edward, Edward consented to judgment for £1,400. Later, it was dis- 
covered (the plaintiff alleged) that Edward had taken still larger syms, and 
it was suins of this description that formed the subject of the present action. 
On the resumption of the trial for the fourth day On Friday Sir Patrick 
Hastings speaking, as-he put it, with a full sense of the gravity of what he 
was saying, characterised the case as one of the most flagrantly disgraceful 
that had ever been brought into that court. He admitted there were reasons 
why he could not put his client in the box, and suggested that certain share- 
holders of the company had taken advantage of those reasons to try to 
extort money from his chent. Sir Leslie Scott, K.C.. for the plaintiff, 
declared that Sir Patrick had entirely misrepresented the nature of the case. 
Expressing astonishment that Edward Nathan (the defendant) was not being 
called, especially after the attack that had been made on Frederick Nathan, 
he said that Frederick Nathan was asking for the recission of the agreement 
umler which he returned to the company, and recission would mean, in equity, 
the restoration of Edward to his old position in the company. It was ridiculous 
and monstrous, therefore, to suggest that an allegation which was brought 
to upset the agreement and restore the old state of affairs was blackmail. 
The case had reached this stage when the Court adjourned for lunch. 
When the Judge resiimed his seat, Sir Leslie Scott said he had had some 
discussion about the case and other cases pending between the parties, with 
Sir Patrick Hastings, and an agreement had been made that all claims and 
counter-claims pending between the parties, or any of the parties, should be 
withdrawn. , Sir Patrick Hastings said that this was the agreement come to, 
and he withdrew a counter-claim which his client had entered. The Judge 
said that this was a case in which he considered that the origina! papers and 
the shorthand notes should be impounded, and he considered it his duty fo 
send the papers to the P.gtic Prosecutor.

The one thing that has to be guarded agagpst in this Russian plan—and in 
that it shares very largely the characteristic of all such alleviative measures 
ig the delusion that it can afford a permanent salvation to those who 
take advantage of it, or that it can very materially help in the ultimate 
solution of the Jewish problem.

All this sort of thing is bad for the community. It strikes deep 
at the community's integrity, and above all, at the honour of those who 
engage in its public work. 1 know quite well the argument that i used in 
favour of hushing up these matters and endeavouring to whisper them wto 
oblivion. The risk of Chillul Hashem is exploited for all it is worth. But 
that plea is worth only a certain amount at best. It can never be worth 
allowing such things to occur as have occurred at Norwood and elsewhere 
with practical impatity and under the cloak of secrecy. In the case of 
private individuals, it is for them to decide just as they please and feel as to 
acquainting others of any grave derelictious committed by those whom 
they employ. But those who misuse public positions, positions for which 
they are responsible to the public at large, are in an altogether different 
circumstance. As in the case at Norwood, now reported upon so casually 
under such a delusive heading as “ Office Administration,” these matters 
are communal affairs. By hiding them and hushing them up, we do the 
best that in us lies, to encourage a course of conduct on the pari of officials, 
both honorary as well as paid—honorary as well as paid, I would stress by 


repeating—which to every right thinking man must be repellent to the 


last degree. 


Well, that is hardly the word ; because we have this week only a little 
drop—for our Fund.

Anw\+ Despite the explanations of generations of commentators, it would 
seem that Azazel was a demon of some kind. The “ Book of Enoch,” part 
of the Apocryphal literatare, declares that Azazel taught men to make 
slaughtering knives, weapous, and shields ; he taught them also to paint 
theireyebrows and to beautify their eye-lids, so that irreligion was great in the 
earth, and God was moved to destroy Azazel. What were the Teraphim 
that Rachel stole from her father? Iby Ezra is of opinion that they 
were some kind of idol for divination, and Rache! put them out of her 
fathers way iu order to prevent him practising the black art. That they 
pec Sanl’s messengers, “ took the Teraphim and laid it in the bed and 
put.a pillow of goats’ hair at the head thereof and covered it with clothes.” 
lt was in the time of Josiah that superstition in Judah received a set-back, 
for them that had familiar spirits, and the wizards, and the Teraphim " the 
ood King put away. What were Ephod, Urim and Tummim? Samson 
Raphaet Hirsch declared that the answer to this question would remain 
au.inserutable seeret. But will it? Is it not evident that all three 
were instruments of superstition? Holy Writ itself is not without some 
indications which lend support to such a view. Eleazer the priest was 
descnbed as enquiring of the Lord “ by the judgment of the Urim,” and on 
one occasion David did Rkewise with an ephod. Possibly the special 
hallowing of the Urim and Tummim as part of the High Priest's costume 
was an attempt to counteract the superstition. For if the Unim and ‘T'ummin 
were in common use by all and sundry as méans of divination, to set them 
“part only for the High Priest was to put bounds to superstition. 

Avother illustration of superstitious practise may be found in the 
brazen serpent which Moses made. Asa matter of fact King Hezekiah was 
moved to break in pieces this historic relic, since “unto those days. the 
childrer, of Israel did burn incense to it.” Even the Jater Rabbis must 
have observed the superstitious possibilities of this image, for in one place 
they ask: How can a brazen serpent heal or kill? The answer is that in 
reality it catinot do either. But when the Israehtes looked up, thinking of 
their Father in heaven, they were healed ; if not, they died. 

And what of dreams? In the Bible we read of many instances in 
which God appeared to people in a dream—Abimelech, haban, Solomon, 
Balegm; and of dream interpretations—Joseph and Daniel—where in 
both eases the explanations are said to come from God : “The secret which 
‘he King hath demanded can neither wise men, enchanters, magicians, nor 
soothsayers, show unto the King; but there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets.” ~ Just as dreams were held to mirror the future, so too 
the dead were consulted as to what was likely to happen. The Mosaic code 
*“xpressly forbids this form of superstition, and Saul and Jasiah are praised 
lor banishing necromancers out of the land. Yet Saul himself had recourse 
to the mediation of one of these professionals ; the story of his encounter 
LY ith the Witch of Endor reads almost like a modern spiritualist seance. 

The Talmud likewise has much to tell which bears on popular 
“‘uperstitions, but it must be pointed out that while there is uothiog

How 
many people are still disturbed by the number 13! How many people will 
not pass under a ladder, nor commence a journey on a Friday! How many 
people still consult fortune-tellers! Judaism condems all such foolery. 
Judaism does not demand blind faith but the exercise of reason. Judaism 
is built on, knowledge and understanding; superstition can thrive only 
on ignorance. One thing is certain: if religion passes out of a man’s life, 
superstition will creep in to take its place. A spiritual vacuum is un-

Jewish Friendly Societies. 


Yesterday's Jewish contains lengthy reports of the proceedings 
at the annual conferences of the Grand Order of Israel and Order Shield of 
David, two important branches of the movement. Bro. Joseph Smith has 
completed a three years’ term as Grand Master of the Grand Order of Israel, 
and bis presidential address was an able review of the Friendly Society 
situation. It was during his term of office that the Order established its 
own buniding ; and he said that pre-oceupation with the affairs of the new 
bmilding and institute had almost precluded propaganda work, but the new 
centre would prove a rallying-point for the Order and would promote social 
activities in the East End of London. He dealt with the trend of social 
legislation in which Friendly Societies were intimately concerned. The three 
representatives of the Order, Bros. E. Goldman, P. M. Phillips and G. J oues, 
had secured election to committees of the Deputies while the Grand Treasurer, 
Bro. M. Levy, was the only Friendly Society deputy to be selected to the 
Joint Foreign Committee. He concluded his address with an injunction to 
delegates to return to their lodges and inspire members with the paramount 
duty. of helping the Order to be relieved from the pressing financial burden 
of the new building. Bro. M. Levy, in his report on the work of the Asso- 
ciation of Jewish Friendly Societies, enlarged on the important services 
rendered by that body in connection with the Contributory Pensions Bill 
anid the Unemployment Insurance Bill. He alsoreferred to the growth of 
the Jewish Friendly Societies Convalescent Home which began with thirty 
beds and would soon have seventy beds available. A banquet was held on 
Sunday evening in the Order's building. Bro. E. Moss is the new Grand 
Master. 

Bro. J. P. Grossman presided at the Order Shield of David Conference. 
In hie Presidential address, he referred to the progress of the Order, 
mentioning that for the first time the Order’s banner had been unfurled in 


. Wales, while lodges had been added in Glasgow. Tributes were paid to proym.- 


cial colleagues for their energy and loyalty, but more progress was expected 
from the Manchester Propaganda Committee than had been achieved. It 
was a happy augury for the future that the Management Fund deficiency 
had been considerably reduced.

Spinoza’s Ethics" in Hebrew. 


Dr. Jacob Klatzkin has accomplished an exceedingly ambitious task. 
Under the title of “ Hammiporn,” (Verlag Stybel, Leipzig), he has 
translated the “ Ethics” of Spinoza into Hebrew, direct from the Latin 
original. Sach an effort is an event not only important in itself, but it is 
also an undertaking of great significance in relation tu the revival of Hebrew. 
ry. Klatzkin’s work is in two volumes. In the first volume Dr. Klatzkin 
yives an account of the life, works and philosophical outlook of Spinoza. In 
thie pértion of his labours, as is clearly evidenced by the bibliographical 
appendix, he shows himself to be thoroughly familiar with the most modern 
literature on Spinoza, and the value of the work is here further enhanced by 
a very useful table and explanation of philosophical terms, employed by 
Spi oza,.with their Hebrew equivalents. Four illustrations accompany the 
orst volume, viz., (a) Spinoza in his youth ; (4) the Portuguese Synagogue 
» Amsterdam, the synagogue where Spinoza originally worshipped, and 
from which he was afterwards excommuniicated ; (c) Spinoza at the age of 
thirty-three ; and. (d) Spinoza at the age of thirty-nine. 


The second volume is devoted to the Hebrew translation of the “ Ethics.” 


A first glance is quite sufficient to reveal the faithfulness of the rendering 
at the high literary level of the execution. Dr. Klatzkin’s work is a 
splen@id mouument of patient labour, critical acumen and admirable method- 


wal treatment. The combmation of qualities necessary to-carry out an - 


enterprise of this scope and grade is extremely rare. But with his gifts of 
industry, aceuracy and philosophic understanding, Dr. Klatzkin has risen to 
‘the summit of his lofty venture. 
The firm of Stybel, Leipzig, are the publishers of these noteworthy 
volumes. They also deserve a share in the praise and congratulation which 
iversally be accorded to Dr. Klatzkin on the successful completion of 
formidable task.

INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE”

THE MAYOR OF RICHMOND. 


HE Royal Borough of Richmond, which this year has a Jewish 
Mayor in the person of Councillor Arthur Howitt, J.P., was in 
days gone by a favourite resort of weslthy members of the 
community, many of whom owned large houses in the borough. 
Councillor Howitt has been collecting some notes about the Richmond 
Jews of former days, an@ he has given some interesting particulars 
concerning them in the course of 
an interview with a representative 
of Tur Jewisu Curontcie. He 
protested that he was no historian, 
and in this connection was merely 
“« dealer in stolen goods.” 


Moses Hart. 


“ One of the first Jews to settle 
in Richmond was Moses Hart, who 
built the Great Synagogue, and 
must have been a man of great 
firiancial ability as he was employed 
by the Treasury in Government 
transactions between the years 
1702-10. Having first settled to 
Isleworth, he crossed the river 
time after 1750, and resided 
in a house on the site of what is 
now Asgill House, Old Palace Lane. 
He died there in 1756. Moses 
Hart's elder brother was Aaron Hart, the picturesque first Rabbi of the Great 
Synagogue. His wife's sister married Benjamin Levy, one of the founders 
of the [India Company, who procured the charter of that body. He died 
in 1701, and Moses Hart was appointed sole executor, the heir being his 
nephew Ehas, Moses invested the estate of £80,000 in South Sea. Funds, 
and it was enormously increased in value during the boom period. Elias, who 
was stilla minor, endeavoured to persuade his uncle to sell out, and meeting 
with a refusal, went to law and gained his point. Moses, no doubt with an 
eye to the future, offered his spirited nephew the choice of his three 
marriangeable daughters, and he selected Judith, the second girl, whd was a 
most remarkable character and quite the most famous member of the 
community who has ever resided at Richmond. : 

The Queen of Richmond Green. 

* Judith Hart—later Mrs. Elias Levy—displayed great precocity as a 
child, poring over her lesson-books being her one delight. She disdained 
dolls and toys. Her future husband described her as- ‘Minerva in frocks. 
They were married in 1727, and she had a dowry of £10,000 and £500 per’

annum, so that financially she was not unfitting mate for so 


wealthy a bridegroom. Levy died in 1748, leaying his fortune to 
his widow who also inherited £6,000 a year from her father. Soon after her 
husband's death she settled in a house on Richmond Green, known as No. 4, 
Maids of Honour Row, which had been previously occupied by John James 
Heidegeer, master of the revels to George II and George ITI, said to be the 
ugliest man of lis day, a fit subject for Hogarth who caricatured him. After 
her father’s death, Judith, who had previously been distinguished for her 
frugality, launched out into extravagence and dissipation. She kept a large 
retinue of servants and entertained lavishly, being known as ‘The Queen of 
Richmond Green. Her wit and eccentricity made her establishment the 
rendezvous of ‘the quality.” When old age made it impossible for her te 
continue her former gaiety, she withdrew into seclusion but coftinued to 
retain her large staff whom she treated with great kindness, declaring that it 
was her delight to make those around her happy. She was extremely 
generous, aud the rebuilding of the Great Synagogue in 1799, was due to her 
munificence. She died intestate in 1893, leaving a fortune valued at £125,000 
which passed to her nephews. 
Asgill House. 
* Asmll House is associated with another Jew in the person of Benjamin 


~ Cohen, father of the late Arthur Cohen, Q.C. He bought the lease of the 


house 1 1838, and spent a large sum on improvements. He married a niece 
of Sir Moses Montefiore, who presented the happy couple with a magnificent 
marble fireplace from Milan, which may still be seen at Asgill House. 
Benjamin Cohen had a fine collection of snuff-boxes which he lent for a 
local charity with disastrous results, for a valuable piece was stolen. He was 
Rm very generous and broadminded man and contributed towards the 
erection of one of the local churches, 

Disraeli was much taken with Richmond, and at one time contem- 
plated selling his house and residing there. Sir George Jessel was educated 
at Gloucester House, Kew.

MOVEMENT TO THE LAND. 
An Appeal to Jewry. 


The following appeal, signed by one hundred and forty members of the 
conneil of the Jewish Land Settlement Society, has been issued from 
Moscow. The Society contains adherents of various parties in Russia 
and many communal workers. The scheme upon which it is engaged is 
one for moving lange numbers of Russian Jews away from the towns on 
to the land, and the plan has received the concurrence of the Soviet Govern. 
mont, which has allocated a considerable territory in South Russia for its 
purposes. Et will be remembered that the Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
yttee of the United States recently sent out a representative to Russia to 
judy the proposal, and upon his report has decided to endeavour to raise 
-» the autumn the large amount of 15,(100,000 dollars to help the scheme. 
The text of the appeal, as circulated by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, is 
as follows: 


Often in the past, the Jews of Tsarist Russia have come to you with 
»ppeals for help against the pogroms, for support in the fight against Tsarist 
despotism, with protests against the persecutions, injustice and oppression 
+, «hich we had to submit under Tsarism: ‘Tsarist Russia no longer exists. 
‘The Jowish working masses and the workers of all nationalities have paid a 
Leavy price to destroy this ancient prison of the peoples, and to-day the 
Jou ah pation is an equal member in the family of nations in the Soviet 

There are no more restrictions, there is no persecution of any 
Jewish Soviets are being entrusted with the administration of the 
Towish towns and colonies in the name of the State. The law courts, 
schools and theatres speak*to the Jewish population in their own language. 
Hut the heritage of the past still sits heavy upon the Jewish masses in the 
sphere of economic life. ‘Tsarism forbade the Jews to engage in agriculture, 
refused to allow them to hold ts in Government and social service, 
vould not even let them live outside certaim specified towns. Hundreds of 
thou<ends of Jews remained, therefore, in the backward branches of 
vtianship and petty trading which cannot compete with powerful present- 
doy industry and with State trading and co-operation. 

The Soviet Government has opened to the Jewish poverty-stricken 
riaascs the road to all branches of constructive economic and industrial life, 
has opened the doors to the factories, to the Civil Service and to the fields. 
(he sound instinet of the Jewish workers has directed them independently 
io take the same road. About 300,000 Jewish workers and officials organised 
in (ho trades unions of the Soviet Republics at the time of the Civil War 
started a movement for the Jews to transfer their activities to agriculture, 
anfat the present moment there are in the Soviet countrics about 130,009 
Jovih laudwerkers. The movement to the land has grown among the Jews 
to bo a spontaneous movement, 

The Soviet Government has met this movement half-way and has 
i ‘up the questions of the settlement of large masses of Jews on the 
land and the creatang of a Jewish peasantry. In consequence, there will in 
the noar future be an army of 100,000 Jewish families, nearly 500,000 Jews, 
who will enter the ranks of the agriculturists in the Soviet countries. 

Never before have the Jewish masses had such colossal and real pros- 
pects in front of them —fertile land, especially in Southern Ruasia, a healthy 
clinete and a big economic future. A number of important concessions 
have been made to them in respect to the payment of transport taxes and 
the provision of building material. Like all other transmigrants they will 
receive therr land entirely free. ; 

The Government bodies have already allocated a sum of about a million 
gold pee 2 for the support of the colonisation work in the form of long 
term credit loans,

Serious Anti-Jewish Rioting in Vienna. 


Youth Stabbed ‘o Death. 


ATTEMPT TO STOP THE ZIONIST CONGRESS. 


[From our Correspondent. VIENNA. 

As a result of the anti-Semitic propaganda of the Austrian Nationalists 
and the bad blood which this has caused, serious rioting took place in the 
Praterstern, an open space at the head of Vieuna’s “ Amusement Park” 
from which a number of main roads radiate. It is situated in the Jewish 
quarter of Vienna and close to large working-class districts. For these 
reasous, presumably, the Praterstern was chosen by the Nationalists fer 
their newspaper sellers to cry their slogans some of which are as severe @ 
provocation to Socialists as to Jews. The slogans contain such insulting 
phrasgs as “The Jewish Pest,” “ Traitors’ Congress,” “Fifty Thousaad 
Dirty Jews"; most of the phrases being taken from the headings of 
articles in the newspapers. 

The funeral of Herr Jacob Neumann, a popular Austrian Social- 
Democratic leader, took place on Saturday afternoon aud was attended by 
many thousands of poopie. At about 6 p.m. a company of Republikanscher 
Schupzbund—an irregular Social-Democratic formatioun—of about 200 
strong was crossing the Praterstern on the way to the funeral. The 
returning party of Republicans halted on the Praterstern and began shout- 
ing for the “ Hakenkreuz" and “ Monarchists " to show thomselves. 

Fortunately, on Saturday night, the National Sociaiists appear to have 
stopped the provocative sale of their newspapers, but the Republicans were 
out for trouble and thought they discovered in the crowd men wearing the 
Swastika badge or the “Wiudjucks” and cap, characteristic of the 
Hakenkreuz, here as in Germany. The Republicans, supported. by . the 
unsavoury element often to be seen in this district, began a merciless pursuit 
of these individuals, who fled in all directions down the streets radiating 
from the Praterstern. 

Police Powerless. 

The police were powerless, and were themselves attacked and beaten. 
Four soldiers who were spectators of the diserders were attacked and one of 
them wagstabbed in the neck with his own bayonet. It was not until the 
District Commissioner of Police had arrived with reinforcements of mounted 
and foot police that any attempt at restoring order, rescuing the injured, and 
arresting their assailants could be made. 

Immediately afterwards a body of men, said to have been Jews and 
Socialists, started to hold an anti-Nationalist meeting. Two youths named 
Mohap! and Hoffmann, who stopped to listen on their way home, suddenly 
began laughing at some incident not connected with the speeches. Each 
was wearing the badge of a sports’ club and this was apparently mistaken by 
some of the crowd for swastikas. The youths were violently attacked. 


‘Hoffmann slipped between two tramcars and dodged his pursuers, but 


Mohapl was chased by the crowd crying, “Kill the Hakenkreuz” dowa 
several streets. In his terror he rushed into a hotel, hotly pursued, and wos 
cornered in a passage and stabbod to death. 

_ Though the agitation against the-Zionist Congress has been carried out 
by the Nationalists with every sort of provocation, 4 1s fairly clear teat 
the fault was not on their side. The murdered boy, who was only 
twenty-one, had nothing whatever to do with either party. It 1s becoming 
obvious that the authorities in Vienna will have to make up their minds te 
take stern measures with both partics to force them to keep. the peace. 
This will hardly be possible while the latitude now allewed to the absurd 
Hakenkreuz journals continues. These papers daily use the most outrageous 


language against a large section of the population of Vienna, mainly the 


Jews, whom they do not hesitate to threaten with violence. Even the 
arrival of Sir Herbert Samuel in his private capacity is ridiculously 
described as “a new provocation to Aryan Vienna" by one of these wild 
organs of propaganda, : 

Nationalist Terrorism. 

A deputation of the Nationalists waited on the Chancellor, Dr. Ramek, 
on Saturday, and urged him to prohibit the holding of the Z:onist Con 
gress in order to avoid bloodshed. Dr. Ramek replied that he could make 
no alteration. in the existing arrangements, and stated that he would no 
allow terrorism from any direction. In view of the bitterness which the 
Nationalists have at last succeeded in arousing in a population previously 
entirely indifferent to the Zionist Congress, one may expect to see energetic 
steps taken. 

The latest reports announce that the police have arrested a young man 
named Franz Seidl, who has confessed that it was he who killed Mohapl, 


Gn the course of Saturday's political disturbances. Contrary to the wild 


statements of the Nationalist Press, Seidl is not a Jew. : 

Seidl. who is well known to the police, in whose hands he has already 
been on nine occasions, became involved in a drunken brawlin anu inn, in 
connection with which he was arrested.

Mr. Ormevy-Gore: The position is as stated in the latter part of the 
reply to the hon. and gallant junior member for Southampton, on the ith 
June. The greater part of the areacovered by the Jaffa Electric Company's 
concession is already supplied from a fuel power station at Tel-Aviv. The 


Company have been required to submit a scheme within a period expiring 


in two months’ time to supply the remainder of the area, Which comprises 


the town of Petach Tikvah, and the surrounding area, either from the 


existing fuel station or from a hydro-electric station constructed jp 
accordance with the original plan. The Palestine Government will no 
doubt consider the propriety of bringing the penalty clause mto opcratios 
if the scheme is not submitted within the time limit specified above. 


On Monday, Sir Frank Sanperson (C., Darwen) asked the Colonial 
Secretary whether his attention had been called to an ordinance passed by the 
Palestine Government, giving wide powers to the Jewish Chief Immivration 
officer to exclude from Palestine all persons hkely to oppose the Zionmt 
policy, and to deport those who, though not Palestinian citizens, are now 
living in Palestine, should they oppose Zionism ; and what steps if any. he 
proposed to take in regard thereto. 


Mr. Amexy (Colonial Secretary), wrote in reply : “ The Ordiniice was 
prepared under my instructions and passed with my approval. | must 
protest agaist the insinuation that the fact that the present Chief

<:p The Churchill Memorandum as a substitute for the Ralfour 
Declaration is a glaring injustice to the Jewish people. But the love for 
England is so ingrained, that one refuses to imagine that all we shall attain 
by the Balfour Declaration is the permission to buy land and open schools, 
and that England having the noblest and the most beneficent form of 
Government that human nature has so far evolved, will refuse to regard us 
otherwise than from the point of view of a strategic base or political 
ex pedience. 

England cannot awaken and exploit the national aspirations of the 
Jewish people, and then pretend that such aspirations do not exit. For to 
soothe us with the idea that the Jews must be content with a “spintual 
centre” in Palestine, is to ignore half their problem. It is to forget that 
the Jewish question is political as well as spiritual. Besides, spiritual 
Zionism is merely the religious romanticism of the Diaspora—an echo of 
the Jewish mission to the nations transplanted to Palestine, a tragedy more 
poignant, a historical consummation more ignominious than eternal exile. 

For England to state that she will permit us to have a“ spiritual centre’ 
im Palestine, is to give us that which we already possess, namely, religious 
liberty. For if our religion is not codified or established, but is a spontaneous 
re-action to the universe, it is our religion just the same. Psychologically 
eonsidered, political Zionism is a product of the Jewish religion, but it is, 
too, a specialisation of that part of it which aims at national independence. 
This sentiment has attained a separate, independent existence. It 1s no 
lonver dependent upon the religious embryo that gave it birth. It hasa 
separate structure with independent functions. 

The far greater difficulty, however, hes not with England but with 
eurselves. The truth is that most Jews are neither political nor practical 
Zionists but synagogue-Jews. Most Jews of the Diaspora have been nursed 
en synagogue and charity. When Zionism appealed to them to take their 
place among the nations of the world, not as a race or a religious community, 
but as a nation, they could only draw upon their synagogue experience, 
and Zionism assumed in their minds a form of national charity. . 

The world has become so used to the Galuth-type, the synagogue Jews 
with a super-patriotism on the tongue and a dualism in the soul, Jews who 
sacrifice their soul on foreign altars and are choked with its fumes. 
The world knows those Jewish hamlets who must invoke the whole 
universe to their aid before they can commit the crime of murderiag their 
ewn soul_-the genuine marannos and pseudo-martyrs that must wear their 
Judaism in. pagan-coated disguise. Their noblest artistic creations are 
shades of an apologetic Judaism that groans under oppression butis too 
strong to be suppressed, and when such Jews attempt to unite the dualism 
in their soul, they exhibet a moral decadence or a spiritual incompleteness 
due to the strenuous application of endeavouring to recoricile the irrecon- 
tilable. The world has become so used to such Jews, that it cannot 
mmoagine a healthy, natural Jew, who is as much a Hebrew as an Englishman 
is English, or a Frenchman is French.

This is really a véry serious allegation to 
make. One would perhaps justify Mr. Adler's onslaught, had he shown

Woman Charged with Bigamy. 


A “QUIET” DIVORCE. 


At Old Street Police Court on Friday, Repecca Aprauawe 49 of 
Faith Street, Mile End. was_charged with bigamously marrying Jacob 
Micnletsky. 

Michael Mark« said he married the defendant at the East London 
Synagogue on March 24, 1907. He had known her former husband, wh. had 
died. The witness could not say how long he lived with his wife, bu: they 
quarrelled aud be went away. It might have been eight or ten years since 
he had last seen her. mo 

Jacob Miculeisky, an engineer, said he married the defendaut a1 the 
Mile End Register Office, on January 3rd of this year. She told him 
that some years ago she went through a ceremony with a man, but that they 
had quarrelled and he left her. She said she followed him to Manchester and 
obtained a “ quiet” divorce under the Jewish Law. Her son then cousulted 
a magistrate, who said that if she had not seen her husband for seven years 
she would be justified in ‘marrying the witness. The witness consulteda 
registrar and was told the same thing. : 

Mr. Warson (the magistrate) agreed with Mr. Hornby, for the defence. 
that there was no evidence on which a jury would convict. He strongly 
advised people in that district not to encourage too much what were called 
‘quiet’ marrjages by the Jewish community. They might be all right from 
the religious side, but they might lead to a great noise in the Law Courts 

The defendant was accordingly discharged.

Moveylender’s Exorbitant Interest.—Before Mr. Jusiice Avorn. in 
the King’s Bench Division, Mr. Samuel Glaskiec, trading as Samuels and (0 
of Old Bond Street, Piccadilly, sued Mr. Enwarp Dowson Parsons. a City 
merchant, of Coleman Street, claiming £400 interest on a promissory ote. 
Mr. Vos, for Mr. Parsons, said that the transaction was harsh and uv 


-scionable. In September, 1924, Mr. Glaskie advanced Mr. Parsons £5'0) on 


a promissory note for £1,000. He was to pay three monthly instalments of 
£75 and the balance of £775 in February, 1925. Mr. Glaskie receive a 
security of £1,500 debentures im Pickerdite and Co., Limited. Thie instal- 
ments were paid, and when the balance became due Mr. Glaskie suggesti« a 
renewal of the transaction. He gave Mr. Parsons £25 and received another 
promissory note for £1,000. After payment of three monthly instalmve:ts 
of £75 the balance was payable in May, 1925. Mr. Parsons paid the frst 
instalment, but declined to pay the rémainder. Under an order of a master 


‘the whole of the principal had been repaid, and the dispute turned on the 


rate of interest. Mr. Parsons, in evidence, said the interest worked out at 
1064 per cent. Mr. Justice Avory said that what operated on his mind most 
was that there was a deposit of a good security, which Mr. Glaskie still held. 
The contract should be ré-opened and he would allow 40 per cent. interest 
on the loan of £800. Judgment was accordingly entered for Mr. Glaskic for 
£173, with costs. , 

‘A Very Risky Pursuit.”-—In the King’s Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice MeCardie, Abraham Barnett, of Highbury, brought an action agaist 
Josern SaNKER, of Lower Clapton, claiming £209 alleged to be duc in 
respect of dealings on the London Metal Exchange. Mr. Sanker contended 
that the claim arose out of gaming transactions, and that it represented 
losses on speculations in differences in the price of metals. Mr. Justice 
MecCardie, in giving judgment for Mr. Barnett, referred to the transactiny of 
business on the Metal Exchange as “a very risky pursuit.” 


Long Firm Frauds Conspiracy.—The trial was concluded on S:tur- 
day last of over thirty Birmingham men accused of conspiring in long firm 
frauds. Moss Davis, dealer, was found guilty and sentenced to twelve 
months’ hard labour. A defendant, named Raphael, was discharged. 

Alieged False Pretences.—At the Mansion House, before Mr. A)or- 
man Neal, Israet Doransky, 39, of Russian nationality, described as 4 
dealer, on bail, was charged with obtaining on credit from merchants, goods 
of the value of £531 4s. 10d. by false pretences. Mr. L. Vincent Eyans 
appeared for the Director of Public Prosecutions ; Mr. Walter Framp(on, 
and Mr. Julian Fuller for the defence. It was alleged that the defendant 
went to various silk merchants and represented that he was the owner o! a 
business which possessed a factory and employed a number of hands. He 
yave as a rule, a small order, for which he paid, and then sent.ina larger 
order, obtaing the goods on credit. It was alleged that the business, that of 
a blouse and robe maker, was his wife's, and that he had no interes! i» 1.
